The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawina(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP S 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established 
utility. 

The invention disclosed in the specification includes three parts: a computer, an 
electronic outdoor sign, and a message to be displayed. The disclosure does not 
explain or show how the computer and the electronic outdoor sign communicate. 

The disclosure also does not show how the message is transferred from the 
computer to the electronic outdoor sign. For example, the disclosure does not show 
hardware or software means to enable one of the ordinary skill in the art to use the 
claimed invention to display the message on the electronic outdoor sign. 

The disclosure also does not show how the message Is created; whether the 
message is inputted by a user or the message already exists on the computer. 

Claim1-8 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific and substantial 
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asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in 
the art clearly would not know how to use the clainned invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to connply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The invention disclosed in the specification includes three parts: a computer, an 
electronic outdoor sign, and a message to be displayed. The disclosure does not 
explain or show how the computer and the electronic outdoor sign communicate. 

The disclosure also does not show how the message is transferred from the 
computer to the electronic outdoor sign. For example, the disclosure does not show 
hardware or software means to enable one of the ordinary skill in the art to use the 
claimed invention to display the message on the electronic outdoor sign. 

The disclosure also does not show how the message is created; whether the 
message is inputted by a user or the message already exists on the computer. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rothschild, U.S. Patent No. 6,675,165. 

As to claim 1, Rothschild teaches an electronic communication and networking of 
data for display on outdoor signs (see col. 2 lines 49-62). 

As to claim 2, Rothschild teaches the communication data of claim 1 via satellite 
(see col. 3 lines 43-53). 

As to claim 3, Rothschild teaches communication link of claim 2 connected to 
computers through wireless connection (see col. 3 lines 43-53). 

As to claim 4, Rothschild teaches communication of claim 3 include designated 
areas of zone (see col. 2 lines 49-67). 

As to claim 5, Rothschild teaches communication of claim 4 include timed 
intervals of display (see coL 6 lines 45-67). 
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As to claim 6, Rothschild teaches communication of claim 4 include text or 
graphics (see col. 2 lines 49-62). 

As to claim 7, Rothschild teaches communication of claim 2 include video 
transmission of data (see col. 2 lines 49-62). 

As to claim 8, Rothschild teaches communication of claim 2 include one or two 
way communication (see col. 2 lines 49-62). 

7. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
